For 
in Lafayette, Ind., the faculty mem- 
bers of Purdue voted, 76-62, against 
such a proposition. Since similar ac- 
tion has been taken at LIllinois, 
Northwestern and Minnesota and 
since Dr. Clarence Dykstra of Wis- 
consin is also opposed, the favor- 
able votes of Ohio State, Indiana, 
Iowa and Michigan are lost. 


Now I don’t intend to take sides 
on the subject of whether the pro- 
posed tie-up between the confer- 
ences would be a wise measure. But 
nowhere do I find any sign that 
the students of these universities 
had a voice in the decision. There 
is no record of polls taken to de- 
termine under-graduate sentiment. 
Purdue, Illinoisg Northewstern and 
Wisconsin obviously aren’t worthy 
of an invitation to a bowl on the

Liquidation of Nazi foes in Ru- 
mania, as reported from Berlin, em-

southeastern Europe, although in- 
direct dispatches from Bucharest 
said it was not known who ordered 
the execution of former high offi- 
cials and the arrest of others. 

Iron guardists who took part in 
the executions later “gave them- 
selves up” to Premier Gen. Ion An- 
tonescu, according to the German 
official news agency, which indicat- 
ed that the shootings were without 
governmental approval. 

The victims, including former Pre-
